Mr. Cox stated that the object was to show that the 
brother-in-law of the prisoner went after him yolun- 
arily. 

Judge Bingham replied that the question was not 
properly a portion of the cross-examination, but was 
altogether new matter, What the prisoner said to his 
brother-in-law had not been offered jn evidence, and, 
in addition to that, it had been shown that the pri- 
soner bad resolved not to be taken at home, and was 
going to change his boarding-house. 

Mr. Cox.— ihe object of the prosecution, T presume, 
1s to show that the purpose of the prisoner in changing 
his lodgings was to ayold arrest, the witness having 
testified that the prisoner was found elsewhere. I de- 
sire to ask him whether he found the prisoner at the 
instance of his (the prisoner’s) brother-in-law, 

‘The objection was overruled, the Commission decld- 
ing that the question should be answered. 

A. The prisoner's brother-in-law, Mr. Mallsby, I am 
well acquainted with: he was recommended to me on

Up to the Peace Conference at Hampton Roads 
he knew that the cause of the Confederacy was 
hopeless, and he was then Planning to rob the 
people and escape with the plunder from a con- 
fiding people.

EDWIN M. STANTON, 

The old snying that “R: pxblics are ungrateful” 
has been proved throughc ut this Rebellion in the 
case of more than one prominent man, But 
it has had a double resonan:e in every complaint 
that has been mado agaiy st the Secretary of War. 
Woe can scarcely imagine a fault, or misfortune, 
ora blander,which has not,by unfriendly assertion, 
been attributed to Epwin M. Stanton. Did an of- 
ficer undertake an unwise movement, which cost 
the country men and money, hundreds of news- 
paper hacks were ready to declare that the opera- 
tion was dictated by the Secretary of War. If it 
were shown that Mr. Stanton had nothing to do 
with it, bat that the whole aoffair was caused by 
the rashness of military ambition, the Secretary 


was blamed, at Washington, because he 
could not control the self-conceit of every 
officer in the field, If the plans. of a 
campaign upon which the country, in 


advance of experiment, was congratulating itself 
could only resnlt in glorions victories, proved in- 
stead to be inglorious failures, the officers who 
wore incompetent, who neglected some precau- 
ton, or too confidently supposed that the battle 
won bofore it was fought, reccived no cen- 
; the general seape-goat was Mr, STANTON, 
IP the jealousies of officers rendered schemes 
which coull only succeed by skillful combina- 
tions and promp* co-operation imposs:ble, the 
vain auilitary mischief-doers were but rarely ar 
taigned at the bar of public opinion; the culprit 
Was Epwin M. Stanton.

Q. What do you say of the talent and ability with 
which Mr. Stanton has conducted his Department? 

A. [consider that the Department has been conducted 
with very great ability; there may have been some 
Matters In whiel I may have differed with Mr. Stan- 
ton, and might have criticised his operations. 

Q: I speak of the general management of the War 
Department? 

A. As to the general management of the War De- 
partnient, I consider it has been conducted with great 
ability.

Private letters from responsible parties in Cuba, re- 
ceived by the jast steamer from Havana, intimate the 
existence of a wide-spread conspiracy on the part of 
the slaves throughout tho Island to erhancipate them- 
selves, vietarmis.
